r rih net intended by nature 
aome useful purpose. 
*LlpaRias are grnwtib* of fatty 
ftsua under the skin. They re- 
■lain small or may grow to con- 
l^rsble tiae. If they become 
big enough to be unsightly or 
tihcoRifortable or a nuisance, 
then they can be removed. But 
tkat's all there is to them. And 
tkre are other type* of benign 
tBmor*. 


So now let's go on to the 
malignant himor. a growth 
which does not stop grewing. 
If not removed nr otherwise de¬ 
stroyed. such as by radiation, It 
will grow endtessiy. 

It can grow until It engulfs 
some vital organ, causing death. 
Or. If ttwt doesn't occur within 
a moderately short time, the 
matignant tumor, or cancer, 
will scatter cells which get into 
the blood and are carried to 
other parts of the body. Sosne- 
I perha^ not many, but it doesn't 
take many to cause trouble — 
lodge elsewhera. Being malig¬ 
nant, they start new tumors 
(cancers). This is what wi ciU 
metastade cancer, or cancer 
which has spread from one part 
of the boi^ to another. 

LEUKEMIA 

Not all malignant diseases 
are tumors. Leukemia, which In 
certain types is called cancer 
I of the blood, may not cause 
I tum<xs, or himps, except in cer- 
jtain eiUargemcnt of lymph 
Inodee. Rather, It is • disesae 


which essentially la an unre¬ 
trained growth of white blond 
cells. Too many such cells are 
crested at the expense of other 
needs of dw body. And, in addi¬ 
tion, the wiUte eeUs are not 
property formed, aul hence 
don't serve their Intended pur- 
pose. 

BIOP8T 

TTiis, in fact. Is another char¬ 
acteristic of cancer. Cells divide 
and multiply at excessive rate, 
but they always are imperfect. 
Thus when cancer Is suspected, 
a biopsy, or sami^ of the con- 
eemed tissue, is taken and then 
examined to tee whether the 
cells In K are tMcmal or are Im¬ 
perfect 

That is how to determine 
whether a lump, or tumor, Is 
benign or mall^ant.

President Achmed Sukarno's position has been 
mateiial^ weakened; to the point where he is no 
longer in a position to threaten Mala>'»la, It would 
item. 

The fUght^-apparently aboard a Chinese sub¬ 
marine—of Mr. D. N. Aidlt, leader of the Indonesian 
Communist party (PKl), removes from his place of 
power at Jakarta a Peking puppet Intent upon expan¬ 
sion of China’s revolution in Southeast Asia. 

It was Mr. Aidlt, more than anyone else, who 
influenced the flamboyant Dr. Sukarno towards closer 
association >vith Peking, and antagonism to Malaysia. 

But, possibly moat significant of all, the failure 
of Mr- Aidit’s coup and the arrest of his “front man,” 
Colonel Untung, is deer indication that the Communist 
strength in IndoneslB was nothing like as potent as 
most observers have been prone to believe. 

If the military leaders who have thwarted the 
Communists eventually supplant Dr. Sukarno, or even 
if they show tlwy can influence the political juggling 
of the president, it means reassurance for the West 
It c^d even result in a closer Qaison and a resump* 
tlon of trul^ friendly relations between her anil- 
Communist neighbors and the potentially powerful 
Isdonodan state. 

As lemg as Dr. Sukarno listened to Mr. Aidit’s 
advice, so obviously insfrired from Peking, Malaysia 
had to continue in fear of Lnvasiim and the constant 
harassment of guerrillas. 

Such a situation required the maintenance by 
Great Britain, under treaty obUgations, of powerful 
military forces in the Malaysian zone; a commitment 
the ^letguered British can ill afford. 

There Is further reason to h(^ for a general 
easing of the Malaysia-Indonesia criidi in the fact 
that there are powerful Moslem etements in the Indo¬ 
nesian military organization, as well as in the country- 
aide dviUan population. Between them and the pre¬ 
ponderantly Moslem Malaysians there must be an 
affinity. 

Finally, friendship between Indonesia and Ma¬ 
laysia could smooth relatlreis between Malaysia and 
her erstwhile partner in federation, Singapore. 

In fact tlwre may be cause to hcH?e for broad 
agrement among all these Southeast Aslan neigh¬ 
bors. 

It is a develc^ment which would be welcomed in 
the West, and which will most certainly be encouraged

First Pick a Pot 


By M. V. CHISM T 

For scverti days now we have 
been 'dlscussinf the growing of the 
Paper White narcissus and its rela¬ 
tives in bowls of pebbles and water,, 
and my reason for concentrating on 
these is because they are the only 
kinds that can be grown indoors 
without a long period of storage In 
cold darkness. Today i think we 
might move m to the hyacinths, cer¬ 
tainly the most satisfying of all 
wdnterflowering Indoor plants. 

bt potting up hyacinth bulbs, the 
first problem Is the choice of contain- 
era They do very well indeed in 
ordinary clay flower pots but — let's 
face It—these containers are far from 
beautiful. ANHne ornamental china 
bowl is ideal, although the culture 
uaed b a little different. Such a bowl 
ahould be Ug enough to take from 
three to five bulbs, at least 3^ inches 
deep, and with fairly steep sklet. for 
ahallew-sli^ng sides don’t give 
enough depth under the cnjter circle 
of bulbs. 

* * * 

My wife permits me to use her 
expensive Dalton and Wedgwood 
bowb for bulbs, but she won't let me 
put garden dirt In them, and bi any 
case it tan't ■ good Idea to grow your 
buBM In Boil s^en there is no ihaln- 
age bole In the container. It Is better 
—and cleaner—to use peat moss or 
vermkuUte In these. 


1 think soil is best when clay 
flower pots are used, preferably a 
sandy loam with a bit of peat mixed 
In, or purchased all-purpose potting 
soil. While the ordinary type of clay 
flower pot can be used, ftey have 
one disadvantage in that, with most 
sizes, only ■ single bulb can be 
planted in each pot, which makes for 
a rather meagre display.' 

If you are buying new pots (or 
your bulbs, then, the best Icfcnd are 
the squatty ones called bulb pans, 
widR- and not as tall as the conven¬ 
tional flower pot and big enough to 
take several bulte. Old pots should 
be given a good scrubbing, new ones 
submerged In water for an hour to 
.saturate the pores in the day. 

* A ★ 

Do NOT mix your colors in any 
one pot. If you were to plant, say. 
a pink, a white and a blue hyacinth 
in the one pot, they 'X'ould bloom at 
different timea; the first bloom would 
be fading and turning brown before 
the second opened Its blowoms. 
whereas a potful of all whites or all 
pinks would all Moom at the same 
time, making a aatlsfylr^ diaiHsy. 

In'potting, cover the hole In die 
bottom with a Mt of broken flower 
pot. hollow side down, then start by 
putting a couple of inches of soil In 
the pot. M^e this firm with the 
fingers, then dt one of your bulbs on 
It to chedt for size. The depth of 
the buR) Is Just peeping over the rim 


of the pot. With the soil at the 
correct level, go ahead and place 
your bulbs in position, packing them 
in as close as you like but not quite 
touching one another. Add more sod 
around and between the bulbs, male- 
,ing it firm with the fingers and 
fini^ing Off half an inch below the 
rim .of the pot to allow for watering. 
Water the pots, then transfer immedi¬ 
ately to a cold, dark place. The peat 
moas or vermiculite in ornamental 
bowls should be Just barely mmst. 
never soggy wet. 

* # ★ 

Success with potted hyacinths 
tulips and dafis too—depench more 
than anything else on having a surb 
able cold, dark j^ace in which to store 
the planted bulbs for about three 
months while they are making their 
roots. A root cellar Is excellent, or 
a fruit cupboard in which the temper 
ature remains consistently below 50 
degrees. 

Some watering will be necessary 
during this cool storage, and it is best 
to make a.weekly check, feeling the 
soil with the tips of the fingers and 
giving water when it appears dry to 
the touch. Avoid sogginess, though, 
and if there are saucers under the 
pots, empty these of drainage water. 

Introducing the sprouted and 
rooted bulbs into warmth and sun¬ 
light U a bit tricky, and I will be 
writing about ‘this at the apprc^NTlata 
time.

NANAUktO — Th« fcdeNt 
election may not have gener¬ 
ated any fiery issue* to date, 
but Eddy Elliott on the 
Cowichan Indian reacrve is 
doing his best to stoke the 
fires of controversy. 

Mr. Eilntt, a former coun¬ 
cillor with the Cowichan 
Indian Band, has attacketl 
the policy of placing special 
poUing stations on Indian 
reserves and has obtained 
support fcH- his stand from 
moat of the ptditical parties. 

Lyle Wilkinson, Social 
Credit candidate, blamed the 
predicament on the present 
Inadequate government. 

"I agree the Indians should 
not have to vote on their 
resers’es. They claim this 
allows the government to 
know exactly how they vote 
and this could affect their 
Dnanelal assistance from the 
government.’* 

Mr Wilkin-son promised the 
Indians he would regain their 
right to a secret ballot if 
elected to Ottawa.

Conservative candidate W. 
F. Matthews favors Indians 
uang the same polling 
stations as whites. 

‘"niey like to be part of 
the community.'* he s^d. 

Mrs. Joyce Nash, campaign 
manager for Cohn Cameron. 
NDP. said she felt it was 
unfortunate that polling 
stations were set up In this 
w»y. and the NDP is defin¬ 
itely against any form of 
segregatlan. 


Mr. Elliott said the B.C 
government allows the 
Indians to vote with the white 
population and he asked why 
the federal government 
couldn't do the same tMng.

tailed a three-mile walk fpr 
some residents. 

“Indians arc controlled so 
much by the federal govern¬ 
ment that they want to vote 
in power the pec^le that will 
do them the itia>t good," he 
added. 

On the Nanaimo reserve, 


Mrs, Helen White, wife of 
chief Doug White, was not in 
favor of separate poUs.

Alec Rowan says. "You 
can't let it beat you" and 
doesn’t let It beat hint.

The ex-coal-miner, prospec¬ 
tin'. fisherman, rum-runner, 
publisher, professional 
boxer, politician and still a 
newspaper correspondent is 
In Victoria to see what can 
be ''done about his faillhg 
sight.

His right eye Is sightless 
and he can't read with his 
left because In the old days, 

he sayt. they boxed with 

dirty gloves.

"They never cleaned the 
gloves after a knockdown In 
1 hose days. We’d go on fight - 
ing with grit and blood on 
the gloves and it got pounded 
into your eyes." 

He was Harvey thnne 


days in 1908 Mxl '09 when lie 
"made quKe a bit of money" 
boxing in Washington and 
California. But he quit be¬ 
cause his mother didn't tike 
U. 

She didn't moxl his running, 
though. So he ran. He beat 
Fred Baybas, Jack Sweenif, 
Paul Acooee and Fred Mead¬ 
ows, and came third in the 
marathon at tlie Seattle Fair 
in 1908 and once won $500 by 
running 75 miles from Oim- 
Iteriand to NanaJmo in 11 
hours and 40 minutes.

He also made “quite a hit 
of money" racing because he 
bi’t on himself and vci*y sei- 
dum lost. 

Then, in 1910. the iniMuoters 
ammgrd the chance of a life¬ 
time — to run agaitwt the

"I just had to get over it." 
he says. And he did, with 
courage and the h e 1 p of a 
Cumberland nuriie named 
Mary Brown, whom he’.s still 
ionking fof to thank. 


Hr wont hack coal-mining 
on hij wooden leg..and when 
thF'Tsland min-s were ckKcd 


in the big, general strike of 
1912, he wetit to the mine* m 
Washingtan State. 

But Ms hie-kxig MbenLLcon-e 
science got to him and he re¬ 
turned to Nanaimo and started 
a newspaper he called ITte 
Truth to fight ftx the miners.

“I never made money at 
that," he says, "but it wasn't 
intended to make money." 

"I Just wanted to keep the 
minere' case active. They were 
really in bad shape. We were 
fighting for the Workmen's 
Compensation Act which was 
in the works then. It finally 
came through, a few year* 
later'* 

The Truth ran foi' about five 
months. His second venture 
into publishing was more pros- 
peraus. 


He started the TVvin City 
Times in Port Alberni and ran 
It until about seven years ago. 
when it became too much work 
for an aging man to handle 
alone. He soM it to Fred Dun¬ 
can. 

In Port Alberni he ran tor 
the legislature. Not as a lib¬ 
eral as he wanted, but as an 
Independent because "there 
was a foulup about the oomi- 
naiion"’ Because of that, he 
says, he lost.

He has spent virtually oil his 
life on the Island and came to 
know it as a prospector and 
newspaperman who has 
' rlimb^ every bloody moun¬ 
tain" on it. He was bom in 
.Stfoalor. III., went to grade 
school in )icotland and gradu¬ 
ated from i.adysmi)h High 
School' 


Now he lives at Alert Bay 
with his daughter, Dana. Hi.* 
other daughter Is Isabel Me- 
Qure, the Vancouver actress, 
and Ms son, John, died follow¬ 
ing an appendix toleration in 
Ladysmith. His wife, Isabel, 
died of pneumonia and a 
stroke IS years ago 
* * * 

He occupies his lime as a 
cotrespondent fer the Van¬ 
couver Sun and just h^ipencd 
to be in Port Albemi at E^ter. 
1964. to cover the tidal wave 
story for three sleeplpss days, 
touch • typing stories he 
couldn’t see to edit. 

And he likes to come down 
to Victoria once in a while to 
meet ^d friends and do a 
little drinking. 

But he can't go and read 
B.C history at the archives 
any more.
